Si respect to each pending claim until the claim is cancelled or withdrawn from consideration, or the 
^UcSn becomes TbandoLd. Information material to the patentability of a clami t^t « canceUe^or 
^drawn from consideration need not be submitted if the information ,s not material to die patentability of 
irSTrei^ining under consideration in the appUcation. There is no duty to subnut '^on^^^J^'l^f
